THE History of the Royal Inniskilling 

' Fusiliers, which has just been issued 
by the Regimental. Historical Records 
‘ommittee, deals with the period prior to 
1914, and is a companion volume to “ The 
Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers in the World 
War,” which has been. published already. 
To compile a true and accurate account 
of the activities of such an old corps is a 
much greater lubour than one is apt to 
realise, involving an immense amount of 
arduous and protracted research. This 
work commenced. far back in the early 
nineties, and after Jong delays has only 
now been brought to a successful con- 
clusion. 

The corps was raised in 1637 as a volun- 
teer force to hold Enniskillen for William 
of Orange, and within a few months was 
incorporated ' into. the Regular Army. 
After a period.of service during the civil 
wars which followed, the regiment was 
moved to Flanders. There it made its 
first foreign campaign in a country which, | 
over 200 years later, was “estined to be the 
scene of some uf its most bloody actions.

Battalion won a second battls honour tn 
the brilliant action of Maida, famous as 
the first occasion upon which Napoleon's 
veteruns measured their strength against 
British regular troops. It fell to the lot 
of the newly-raised Third Battalion to 
serve with Wellington throughout the 
Peninsular War, where they added eight 
more battle honours to the regimental 
scrol]. 
In 1814 the First and Third Battalions 
were sent to North America, whence the 
First returned just in time to join 
Wellington in Belgium and win un@ying 
fame at Waterloo. It was stationed at 
the cross-rouds north of La Haye Sainte, 
a position which, after the loss of this 
farm, became the key to the centre of 


Wellington’s line. 

In spite of desperate attacks and 
devastating losses the regiment never 
faltered for a moment. During a short 
lull the colonel rode over to :. neighbour- 
ing unit, the Fortieth, and, while discuss- 
ing the situation, mentioned that so many 
of his officers had been struck down that 
he had not enough left to command the 
companies, on which he was offered the 
loan of officers from the Fortieth, but at 
once declined, saying: ‘‘ The sergeants cf 
the regiment like to command the com- 
panies, and I would be loath to deprive 
them of the honour.” This answer might 
well be written in the annals of the regi- 
ment in letters of gold; for it exemplifies 
the sense of mutual reliance and comrade- 
ship, as well as the great espritede-corps 
which has always been such a character- 
istic of the regiment. No wonder that 
Wellington in later years, referring to the 
regiment, said: ‘‘Ah, they saved the 
centre of my line at Waterloo.”’

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At the end of the Napoleonic wars the 
Second and Third Battalions. were dis- 
handed, while the First saw service in 
South Africa and in the Indian Mutiny. 
On the reorganisation of the Army in 
1881 the Second was re-created from the 
108th Madras Europeans. Both battalions 
served in the last Boer War, the First 
forming part of Buller’s army in the 
relief of Ladysmith, particularly memor- 
able for the desperate and gallant assault 
upon Hart's Hill. Here appear the 
names of officers of the regiment destined 
some fourteen years later in the Great 
War to win honour for themselves and 
the corps and to seal it with a soldier’s 
death. Men such as F. G. Jones, D. 
Auchinleck and T. A. D. Best have set 
an example to the regiment which should 
never be forgotten.

| CHRISTIAN UNITY. 


A HISTORICAL sTUDY. 


ITHERTO there have been published 
brief sketches of past efforts. to 
heal divisions in the Christian Church. 
They have mostly dealt with isotated 
periods. So far, however, no serious 
attempt has been made to collect them in 
one treatise, and: thereby render manifest 
the existence in the Christian Church. ol 
an inherent recuperafive power to bind 
up the broken and bring unity where 
there is schism. 

Dr. Slosser has done this in the book 
before us, and done it with conspicuous 
‘success. In Period I. he presents us, iti 
one chapter, with “ The Early Christian 
and Medizeval efforts to maintain a united 
Christendom ’’; in Period he deals 
with the ‘‘ Early Modern Negotiations for 
Christian Union, made either by indi. 
vidual leaders or for political reasons ’ 
Period III. contains three chapters setting 
out '“ The Approaches towards Catholic 
Union in the eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries.’’ Probably, however, ‘Period 
IV.’s six chapters will prove to be the 
most attractive to the general reader, us 
they give us up-to-date information of tlfe 
current movements for re-union among the 
Christian Churches, their glorious possi. 
bilities and their hindrances: 

The book is one which deserves wide- 
spread attention and, no doubt, will 
receive it. It merits careful study by 
every sincere Christian. It is a solid and 
informative contribution to that great 
problem which, in a chatty, informal way, 
already has been put before us by Sir 
Henrv Lunn’s “ Round the World with a 
Dictaphone,”’ and is being, every quarter, 
brought to our notice by the Reriew of tre 
Churches.

The sun shone brightly as we journeyed, 
giving a glowing light to the serrated 


ochre-coloured ranges of Sierra-de-Tolox 


and those of Sierra-del-Hacho and 
de-Mijas, on our right and deft 
yespectively—those in the far distance 


snow-capped. It is to the basin of the 
River Guadalhorce, which receives as 
tributaries such smaller streams as those 
of Guadateba and the Borgo, and last of 
all a still smaller rivulet near the village 
of Campanillas, that we wend our way. 
Seon the city with its busy streets, 
ctowded with merry-makers in this time 
of carnival, is left behind, an. the road, 
hedgeless save for lines of cacti, and every- 
where good as to surface, is enlivened by 


wayfarers, mostly riding astride on 
donkeys, with their  scarlet-fringed 
irappings and brass-studded harness, . 


their bells tinkling in the clear air, the 
happy faces of their owners beaming on us 
us they utter—‘ Buenvs dias’’ or ‘A 
Ios,” 


ORANGE GROVES. 


Thus are we pleasantly speeded on our 
way through Pizarra, with its orange and 
Jemon groves, bright with golden or yellow 
fruit, thickly clustered; through the more 
important hill town of Alora of 11,000 
people, 400 feet, or nearly, above sea- 
Jevel. Then we ascend by a marvellous 
corkscrew road to the little town of 
Carratraca, with its still richer fruity 
groves, adjacent to medicinal springs and 


baths, with a hotel of comfortable 
pretence. 
We pass two guardiaseciviles, that 


famous police force, 25,000 strong, who 
from the days of Godoy, Prime Minister 
of Ferdinand VII., who formed them, 
have. maintained order throughout the 
Kingdom. They are restitg on the 
parapet of a bridge, and at our salutaticn 
instantly spring to attention, their 
maugers, with vellow bands, slung on their 
eo gad Now and again mule teams are 
passed, with four or five mules voked in 
tandem, drawing carts heavily laden with 
flour, beans, cement, or stones. Never 
are they an obstruction to our progress, 
and certainly never did we notice any ill- 
treatment, or sore backs or galled breasts 
or necks; for the Spaniard is ever kindly 
to animals. 

Presently the higher ridges are seen, 
brightened witn almond trees in their pink 
bloom, soon, or even now, shedding their 
petals to form a soft carpet o’er the red 
soil underneath so recently ploughed. 
ird-life is abnndant here, and finches, 
wagtails, and other like birds sing and 
twitter amid the olives. Round the 
shoulder of those hills is revealed a still 
fairer prospect, when the twin lakes 
formed by the Guadalhorce come in sight. 
brightly blue, as they reflect in their 
placid waters the azure of the skies. 


LIKE THE SHANNON, 


Now, at last, after a drive of two and 
a half hours, we arrive at our destination, 
bevond these lakes where the turbid 
waters of the river reach the falls, and 
Where is placed the mighty power-station. 

Here upon the terrace we lunch, one of 
our party occupying t' 2 limestone carved 
seat in which King Alphonso XIII. sat 
when he declared the works open on May 
21st, 1921. The works are similar, no 
doubt, to those now being constructed on 
the Shannon, and similar to many others 
in Spain built within the last twenty 
vears—years of remarkable progress, in 
which electric light and the telephone 
have been brought to every village in the 
Jand. These works at El Chorro were 
approved in 1904. Begun in 1914 at the 
expense of the State and the local 
agricultural syndicate, and have an 
assured supply of 8,000,000 kw. per hour. 
throughout the year. Moreover, they are 
of immense advantage to the farmers in 
controlling irrigation. 

Soon we are called by the guide. 
appointed by the directorate of the works. 
to embark in the motor-boat which takes 
us speedily to the electrical works. 
Descending the stairway in the tower 
which overlooks the falls, we come to the 
machinery that generates the power 
through an immense turbine. Al] seems 
beautifully arranged and managed to our 
inexperienced and unprofessional eyes. 
We can only stand and wonder, deafened 
by the noise. Ascending, we emerge to 
daylight and travemse by slow and careful 
steps a passage, or rather gallery, cleft 
in the mountain-side, with a protectint 
iron hand-rail, overhanging the great gorge 
at a giddy height—660 feet down from 


where we walk—for three and a half 
miles. Side by si eo with this long, narrow 


passage is a canal, or aqueduct, conveying 
some of the surplus waters down to where 
the filtering station is, which supplies the 
city and suburbs with a water pronounced 
pure and wholesome Thus, the river and 
falls serve a double, if not, indeed, a 
threefold purpese—eleetrical supply, a 
water supply, and for the control and 
dispersal of irrigation. 


* DUMB IN WONDER.” 


It was somewhat of a weury passage 
over that giddy gorge—said to he unique 
in Eu and unrivalled in the United 
States OF 2 li sosa alone that narrow 
pathway. Yet, here and there \ ere mossy 
hanks or concrete parapets o. which to 
sit and rest, where we could watch with 
somewhat of composure the gurgling 
waters 660 feet, below, the towering cliffs 
rising to the blue skies above, the serrated 
and jagged pinnacles, the tunnels on the 
farther side throug) which trains entered 
and emerged, and the ferns and flowers 
which .in places we could gather from the 
rock. At last we come to the descent, 
formed in concrete steps to the gardens of 
the filtering works, bright even in 
February with beds of dark purple violets, 
spread like some velvet pall upon the slope 
and scenting the air; brightly coloured 
geraniums, mimosas bursting into bloom, 
and dark-red bourgainvillas and hybiscus 
jn profuse array. 

We look backwards once again to those 
towering cliffs—the loftiest known as 
Hums, 3,600 feet in height—and marvel 
at Nature’s work wrought by ages of 
water flow, cutting through such a solid 
ynass of rock for so great a depth, to form, 
not a mere ravine, or gap or pass, but a 
gorge so mighty and so deep. We pause 
and think. We can do no more; we fail 
jn explanation; we are dumb in wonder. 

Here our inspection ends. The shades 
of evening as we drive ward, cast a 
rapidly-fading colour on the mountain 
peaks, and gs a healthy sense of languor 
to limbs and eyelids.

Another Prophecy. 


It is not generally known that Dublin’s 
future greatness was prophesied by a 
saint. When the Greater Dublin scheme 
is completed it will be the ultimate 
fulfilment of this prophecy. It is told 
that in the year 448 A.D. Saint Patrick 
converted the King of Dublin, Alphin 
McEchold, and his subjects, to the 
Christian faith. Afterwards he took his 
departure and set out for Tara. He 
crossed the Wattle bridge and proceeded on 
his way to the palace of the High King. 
A short distance outside the town, as it 
then was, the saint came to a hill which, 
according to tradition, is the place where 
the Broadstone Station now stands. 
Pleased with the success of his mission, 


small, cluster of houses which formed the 
town called after the bridge he had just 
crossed—the Ford of the Hurdles, or 
Baile-atha-Cliath, and said: ‘‘ This town 
will be prophetical. Although small and 
miserable, it will be a large town in time 
to come. It will be told and spoken of far 
and near, and will be increasing until it 
is the chief town in the kingdom. '' 


Che Ford of the Hurdles. 


This old Ford of the Hurdles, whieh in 
the earliest times was the only foot 
passage across the Liffey, was situated at 
the spot where Whitworth Bridge now 
stands leading from Bridge street across 
the river into Church street, just opposite 
the Four Courts. The name by which it 
used to be known, the Wattle Bridge, was 
only the anglicised form of the Irish 
name. The road Saint Patrick travelled 
was one of the five great roads coming 
from Tara, which were constructed in the 
second century. lt passed through Ratoath, 
on the north side, crossed the Liffey at 
the Ford, and went southwards by Bray. 
The bridge is not so important as it used 
to be, for O’Connell Bridge now takes its 
place. Still it has figured prominently in 
recent years, as it was on the Ford of the 
Hurdles that the big gun was placed to 
shell the Four Courts in 1922. 


What Dublin Reads. 


It is very flattering to the people oí 
Dublin to be told by an English authority 
that their standard of reading is higher 
than that of England. ‘‘ The Irish read 
much more intelligently, but I find it 
very difficult to interest them in Irish 
authors.” This is the testimony of 
The Times Book Club Librarian in Dublin, 
corroborated. by one of the biggest book- 
sellers in the city. Evidently country 
readers care not íor Irish authors either, 
as Miss Walsh, the County Dublin 
Librarian, plainly indicated; but, per- 
haps, their growing interest in play-read- 
ing may lead on to an interest in Irish 
}authors generally.

Discovering Percy French. 


Considerable interest has recently been 
aroused by the discovery of Percy French 
by Mr. E. V. Lucas, who announced the 
discovery in a London newspaper. ‘The 
effect is likely to be something of a 
‘boom ” in the water-colour pictures of 
that very versatile, and very entertaining, 
compatriot of ours. That French was 
never appreciated at his true worth is cer- 
tain, and that something of a revival of 
interest in his work is now due is only to 
be expected. 

Unfortunately, much, if not all, that 
was Percy French died with him. He was 
at his best in congenial company, or on 
the platform with his collaborator, Dr. 
Collison. Nearly ten years have passed 
since last I saw him, and heard him sing 
in the Town Hall of Larne. He could 
hold an andience enthralled, occasionally 
rocking with laughter, for an entire even- 
ing, a feat which we are now asked to 
admire when it is accomplished by some 
American entertainer. Had French lived 
until this day of personal entertainers, he 
would probably now be making thousands 
of pounds a week; but he flourished in 
the wrong time. Now there is nothing 
left but memory, a volume of his work, 
and many hundreds of his pictures. 
Probably his pictures will never rank 
as high art, but they are decorative in a 
way that few pictures can ever be. His 
brilhant colours add a touch of gaiety to 
any room; those red skies over brown 
bogs or grey waters give warmth and 
“ homeliness ’’’ to the rooms where still 
they hang. Possibly the effort of Mr. 
Lucas will make his work more widely 
known.

It had been called the 
Rogues’ Roost, and, as snails had a habit 
of collecting in the thatch, Mr. Yeats gave 
it the title of Cashel-na-Smeidi: The 
Castle of the Snail. 


Wicklow Gold. 


The possibility of finding gold deposits 
in Wicklow is a frequently recurring topic 
that Í heard discussed recently, but, 
although there are undoubtedly alluvial 
deposits of the metal in that county, I am 
sure that most of those who are ambitious 
for wealth will continue to endeavour to 
win it by the ordinary means of industry 
and work. A friend of mine found some 
of this gold which he put to very good 
use ; being a man of leisure and sometheng 
of a fisherman he frequently ‘‘ whippec 
the stream ” at the Annamoe River, and 
at odd times—I suppose when the fishing 


was not good—he ‘‘washed’’ sand 
and gravel from the river bed and 
collected the small particles of gold 
that they contained. He never told 
me how long it took him to do it, 


but I gathered that he expended a lot 
of time and energy before he accumulated 
sufficient of the precious metal with which 
he, being a first-rate craftsman, made the 
ring that wedded him to his bride and put 
finis to his fishing and gold-prospecting 
excursions. ‘There is a sentimental touch 
in this anecdote that will keep my friend 
ever in my mind. 


A Gold Rush. 


Another authenticated discovery of 
Wicklow gold was inade near Arklow, so 
long ayo that the oldest centenarian could 
not remember it. An old schoolmaster, 
by his insistence on the wealth in gold of 
the neighbourhood, and his constant 
searching for the treasure, succeeded only 
in convincing his neighbours that he was 
mad; but he kept on searching, and, 
within a few years, particles of gold were 
found in an adjacent stream. The imme- 
diate result of the news of the find was a 
local gold-rush and the consequent sus- 
pension of all work in the surrounding 
district; everybody within reach of the 
new Elderado forsook “ the trivial round, 
the common task.” and ardently tramped 
across the mountains, searching every 
nook, cranny and stream in hopes of find- 
ing wealth easily. Within a few weeks 
of the first find about eight hundred 
ounces of gold were won from the 
mountain streams and sold for £13 15s. 
per ounce. The Government then under- 
took to put the work on an organised foot- 
ing, but later results were very disap- 
pointing, and, after gold to the further 
value of less than £4,000 was found, the 
deposits ‘‘ petered out ” and the work was 
abandoned. 


Al Contemplative Dog and Cat. 


In St. Stephen’s Green a few mornings 
ago I saw something which afforded me 
much amusement. A dog and a cat, 
apparently on the friendliest of terms, 
stood at the edge of the pond gazing with 
evident interest at the maneeuvres of the 
ducks. For fully five minutes they con- 
templated, in silence, the operations on 
the water. Then, together, they walked 
away. When last I saw them they were 
walking side by side. The quietness of 
the animals, particularly of the dog, was 
something novel, but the friendliness of 
the two was even more surprising.

SECRET SORROWS OF 
BURLINGTON HOUSE.

THE DIPLOMA GALLERIES.

(By “An Art Critic.” ) 


The beginning of the London Season wil? 
be marked by the opening of the Royal 
Academy at Burlington House on Mon- 
day, May 6th. 


VISITORS to Burlington House will 

once again be able to walk through 
the diploma galleries. They are being re- 
opened after a long closure for redecora- 
tion and replanning. 

Nobody has been a penny the worse for 
the suspension of the privilege. Some call] 
it the Royal Academy chamber of horrors. 
Others always refer to it as one of the 
two secret sorrows of Burlington House, 
the second being the annual award of the 
Gold Medal. A famous and quick- 
tempered Royal Academician, who once 
shared the task of judging the works sub- 
mitted for this award, described it as a 
“procession of the damned.’’ soth 
features may have flattered the vanity of 
artists, but have very seldom added any- 
thing to the glory of art 


BRANDED FOR LIFE. 


Perhaps, the diploma galleries are the 
greater secret sorrow ; for it is almost im- 
possible to hide the terrible secret. When 
an artist is elected a Royal Academician 
and receives the coveted diploma he de 
posits one of his works to be hung in this 
gallery. Of course, it may be the best in 
his current manner or the best work that 
he has available, but it does not follow 
that it will stand as amofig his most 
notable achievements. | 

Artists have been known fo regret the 
pictures by which they were represented. 
The public, who have a keener instinct 
for art than is usually conceded, have been 
inclined to agree, This is proved by the 
remarkable fact that the ‘‘chamber of 
horrors’ at Burlington House has hitherto 
been the least frequented art exhibition in 
London. Even at the fashionable height 
of some popular show at the Royal 
Academy it has been possible to enjoy 
quiet loneliness if one has been content 
to gaze on the diploma pictures. Re- 
planning, with a little judicious and over- 
due sifting, may now cleanse the chamber 
of its horrors. 


A DANIEL NIGHTMARE. 

It will be a far more difficult task to 
give new life to the award of the Gold 
Medal. This has produced more art 
comedies and tragedies than any other art 
function. There is just one subject, which 
is usually announced in the spring, and 
the works must be ready by the end ol 
November. Obviously, it means that 
Burlington House gets bombarded with 
pictures all on one theme. For instance, 
one year the subject set was ‘*Daniel 
before Nebuchadnezzar,’’ and paintings 
poured in. The extraordinary result was 
described in the following manner by one 
famous essayist and art critic :— 

““One was faced with a veritable vision 

of Daniels and Nebuchadnezzars; per- 
spectives of Daniels and Nebuchadnezzars 
stretching away on both sides of the 
gallery ; voung, clean-shaven Daniels, and 
eld, grev-bearded Daniels: Daniels with 
moustaches; Daniels with uplifted eyes 
and downcast eyes: Daniels dressed and 
undressed ; Daniels with flashing faces, or 
Daniels with the backs rudely turned to 
the spectators—all appearing only the 
more alike because of their differences, so 
conventional were the variations.’’ 
It is no wonder that the award of the 
Gold Medal has been a secret sorrow and 
an annual nightmare for members of the 
Royal Academy Council who have had to 
judge the torrents of art all telling the 
same tale. 


MEDALLISTS FAIL. 

The saddest tragedy is that so jew of 
the fortunate winners of the Gold Medal 
have subsequently attained fame and 
justified the high hopes their success must 
have raised. Lowe, who was one of the 
first to win the prize and the first to have 
it coupled with a travelling scholarship, 
was sent to Italy. He proved too much of 
a Bohemian, even for student circles, in 
Rome and Florence, and the _ sedate 
Academicians had to cancel his privileges. 
The irony of fortune is illustrated by 
the experience of one of the rare instances 


when a woman artist won the medal. This 
was Miss Jessie Macgregor, and the 
runner-up was Mr. W. W. Ouless. Yet, 


thereafter, Miss Macgregor seemed to have 
dropped out of the race for fame, while 
her unsuccessful rival in the competition 


pressed forward and became a Royal 
Academician. 
What an astonishing record of love’s 


labours lost the contest presents! It has 
been running for a hundred and thirty 
years. What can have become oí the 
hundreds of pictures on Bible and 
classical subjects which have been painted 
for it during that time? 


LORD HALDANE’S 
ROMANCE. 


A SISTER OF VISCOUNT 
NOVAR. 


The girl to whom the late Lord Haldane 
was engaged for five weeks in 1890 was Miss 
Munro Ferguson, sister of Viscount Novar, 
formerly Governor-General of Australia, and 
Secretary for Scotland from 1922 to 1924, 
The story of his brief romance is told by 
Lord Haldane for the first time in his auto- 
biography published yesterday. 
He describes the “ black depression ” that 
overtook him when, after five weeks of un- 
broken happiness for him, she wrote saying 
that she had misunderstood herself, and that 
her decision to break the engagement must 
be taken as final. 
“There was no moment in which I either 
hlamed her or pitied myself. My feeling was 
that somehow I had failed. To this hour I 
treasure the memory of those five happy 
weeks and bless her name. I came to realise 
afterwards, when the pain was past, that my 
love for her, though it failed, had brought 
we not loss but great gain.” 
Miss Munro Ferguson, who, as Lord 
Haldane records, died in 1897, lived at Raith. 
Kirkealdy. Her father, Colonel Munro 
Ferguson, sat. in Parliament for twenty-one 
years as member for Kirkcaldy, which was 
subsequently represented by her bruther, now 
Lord Novar.

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DESTITUTION IN BELFAST.

From time to time certain exalted po]li- 
ticlans have declared that there is no 4 
widespread destitution in Belfast, and the | 
action of the Belfast Board of Guardians 
in restricting outdoor relief until the | 
intervention of the Ministry of Home 
Affairs seemed to support that view: but 
recent investigations’ by an authority 
whose conclusions cannot be questioned | 
show that the picture of poverty and want 
was in no way too darkly shaded. The | 
special Distress Committee which was set | 
up to inguire into the conditions of the 
unemployed in the city, and over which 
Lord Justice Andrews presides, has just 
issued a preliminary report of its investi- 
gations, and it does not form pleasant 
reading. 

A sad feature of the situation, as 
pointed out by the committee, is that 
inany families, normally self-supporting, 
are now in serious distress owing to con- 
tinued unemployment,. but of | 
them suffer in silence and try to hide 
their sufferings, wanting work, not | 
charity.” These are the people on whom 
the industrial depression has fallen most | 
heavily, and it is difficult to reach them 
through their defence of reserve and self- 
respect. Only the Churches can deal with 
them, and resources are small.

being assisted by various charitable 
organisations, but it is all entirely 
inadequate; for, in the words of the 


report: “ What is a loaf of bread, a stone 
of potatoes or a half-crown order for 
groceries to a family of, say, from six to 
ten persons without any income coming 
in, more especially when the rent is in 
arrears and there is a notice to quit?’’ 
That is the tragedy in which a workless 
army and their dependents are involved 
in Belfast to-day. 


SWIFT REMEDY REQUIRED.

_ The debate on the Committee stage of the 
Censorship of Publications Bill was resumed. 
_ Sir JAMES CRAIG (Independent, Dublin 
University) moved au amendment for Mr. J. 
J. Cole (Independent, Cavan), to the effect 
that all meetings of the Board should be held 
in public. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY said that he 
could not accept the amendment. It would be 
very undesirable to have the question as to 
whether a book was or was not immoral dis- 
cussed in public. If such a meeting were 
open to the public, it would be attended by 
all the prurient-minded people of the country.

Professor ALTON (Ind., Dublin University)

Sir James CRAIG (Ind., Dublin University) 
sail that he could not for the life of him 
see why an individual should not be able to 
call attention to any book he happened to 
read which would be of an obscene character. 
If he were reading a book, and came across 
a section of it which was objectionable or 
obscene, he would throw it into the fire. 
Under this bill he would be called on to send 
it to the Censor, He had the greatest objec- 
tion to setting up these associations, which 
meant that a complaint made about a book 
would be jndged by a paid secretary, or els¢ 
by a lot of people sitting in judgment on the 
obscene contents of a book. That would, in 
his opinion, increase the advertisement, and 
bring the book to the notice of many people. 
Mr. H. A. LAW (Government, Donegal), 
in supporting the amendment, said that in 
setting up an association the Minister would 
defeat the object he had in view. The actual 
working of the matter would fall into the 
hands of committees or sub-committees, who 
would necessarily act in the name of the 
association, It would be difficult to find an 
assdtiation that would exercise an indepen- 
dent judgment. 

KEEPING ONE: BREAKING NINE. 

Dr. HENNESSY (Government, Dublin, 
S.), said that Deputies Law and Tierney had 
been subjected to unfair criticism by asso- 
clations, and he did not see how such asso- 


ciations could be considered impartial. They 
often concentrated on one Commandment, 
and broke all before and after it. There 


was every reason for uneasiness in regard to 
this part of the bill. . 

Mr. T. J. O'CONNELL (Labour, Mayo, 
S.), said that he could not vote for Professor 
Alton’s amendment. He did not approve of 
the interference of associations. After the 
first year’s work of the Censorship Board 
the number of complaints would be very 
small, and such that the Board would be able 
to deal with them. The right of associations 
to make complaints was not denied, but he 
would not confine the right entirely to those 
associations. He believed that it would be 
wrong, and would not make for the effective 
working of the measure, that those who had 
complaints to make should be forced to send 
them through recognised associations. 

Professor ALTON (Ind., Dublin University ) 
said that he had put down his amendment as 
a nail to knock out another nail. He thought 
that the House, as a whole, was with him 
in upholding the principle of citizenship. He 
would withdraw the amendment and let the 
matter be decided on the question that 
Section 6 stand part of the bill. 

Mr. J. X. MURPHY (Ind. Dublin County) 
proposed an amendment to delete the words 
‘“‘ group or association of persons,” and sub. 
stitute the words “any of the three associa- 
tions which were in existence prior to the 
introduction of the bill.” 

COUNTRY’S DEPRAVED TASTE. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY said that 
the fact that associations were existing 
associations would not impede, but would 
rather encourage, their rerognition ; Lut it 
should not be necessary in order to be 1¢cog- 
nised that an association should be in e> ist- 
ence at the passing of the Act. His Jea v.as 
that there should be a series of ‘ssociati »ns— 
a certain reasonable number, without cver- 
lapping. It would be absurd to lave an 
association in every parish, but st vould be 
equally absurd to confine the associatisns to 
Dublin, and say that there should te no 
recognised association in Cork or Waterford. 
It might be very useful to have authorised 
associations in country towns—associations 
of well-known social workers who would 
undertake to carry out this work. 

He had been told by a member of the 
Booksellers’ Association that there was a very 
great sale in country districts for the books 
of a certain writer which were extremely 
immoral. In Dublin there was no sale at all 
for that writer’s books, and if the associations 
were confined to Dublin it might be quite 
possible that such associations might only 
deal with literature doing harm in the City 
of Dublin. 

Mr. MURPHY—Where will the associations 
get recognition? 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY—It is in the 
bill—from the Minister. 

Mr, MURPHY withdrew his amendment. 


MINISTER’S FUTILE APPEAL. 


It was then moved that Section 6 stand 
part of the bill. This section provided that 
‘the Minister may, by an Order made undgr 
this sub-section, recognise for the purpose of 
this Act any group or association of persons 
(in this Act we “nó. to as a recognised 
association ).” 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY asked the 
House to give very careful consideration to 
the matter, and hesitate before turning down 
the proposal that associations should be 
recognised. As to whether individuals as 
well as associations should be able to make 
complaints, that did not arise on this section. 

‘If this section goes,” said the Minister, 
‘then you will have no authorised associa- 
tions at all, but you will have this condition— 
that the Board may initiate complaints itself. 
The amount of initiation which can be done 
by the Board will be limited. You will be 
left without any organised effort; you will 
have ‘to leave complaints entirely to un- 
organised effort.’’ 

Ár. H. COLOHAN (Labour, Kildare) said 
that he was in favour of the recognised asso- 
ciations, but he would like to see a sub- 
section inserted giving the right to the 
individual citizen to make a complaint direct 
to the Board itself. 

Mr. Fita2GERALD-KENNEY said that 
came under Section 7. He again impressed 
on the House the importance of Section 6, 
and said that if they had no authorised 
associations they would have no organisation. 

THE “WITCH DOCTORS.” 

Major BRYAN COOPER (Government, 
Dublin County) compared the attitude of the 
Minister to that of the chief of an African 
tribe who engaged a witch doctor to smell 
out immoral practices. The Minister could 
not do this himself, but he was going to 
authorise associations to find out the sins of 
various books. His (Major Cooper’s) objec- 
tion to authorised associations was that the 
State was handing over its functions to 
private associations which were supported by 
private subscriptions. He should say, with 
all respect, that these associations were 
bound to give way to the wishes 
of their subscribers. Any private association, 
no matter to what Church it belonged, if sup- 

rted by voluntary subscriptions, could not 
ignore the wishes of its large subscribers, who 
might bring forward a complaint which had 
no real unds. 

The Minister had stated that it, was im- 
possible for the State to examine these books. 
How was it impossible? An efficient censor- 
ship could do it. It was being done at pre 
sent, for the Minister was issuing prohibition 
orders in regard to certain books, a list of 
which he furnished to Deputy Tierney about 
five months previously. If he could do that, 
why could he not examine books about to be 
sold? The Civic Guards already had power 
to prevent the sale of certain books, and the 
Minister must have some arrangement for the 
examination of books, and should not need 
outside associations tg assist him. It was 
repugnant to him (Major Cooper) to set up 
certain associations with the definite object 
of smelling out what they considered obscene 
literature. 

On a division the motion that Section 6 
stand part of the bill was defeated by 74 
votes to 54.

PROPOSED “BLACK LIST’ FOR 
NEWSAGENTS. 

Professor TIERNEY moved an amendment 
which stood in his name and in the name of 
Mr. Law. It was‘to the effect that a new 
section be inserted in the bill providing that, 
whenever a complaint was made to the Minis- 
ter that a book was in general character 
indecent or obscene, or advocated the pre- 
vention of conception or advocated miscar- 
riages, the Minister might refer such com 
plaint to the Board. Then the Board should 
examine the book, and, on completion of 
the consideration of the book, or a particular 
edition, the Board should report to the 
Minister on such complaint; and that, when- 
ever the Board made a report, signed by at 
least four members of the aca, stating that, 
in the opinion of the Board, the book which 
was the subject of complaint was wholly o1 
in general character indecent or obscene, the 
Minister might, by Order, prohibit its sale 
and distribution in the Free State. 

Their feeling was, said Professor Tierney, 
that it was the intention of the bill to deal 
with a well-known class of books. Every- 
body recognised that there was a considerable 
sale of highly objectionable. pornographic 
books. They did not wish at all to prevent 
books of that kind being dealt with by the 
bill; in fact, everything possible ought to be 
done to stop the sale ci them. 


What he wanted to secure was that 
a large class of works of a 
literary character, standard works well 


public, should not be made 
the subject of prosecution under the bill. oi 
discussed as indecent. Such a book, for in 
stance, as “ The Decline and Fall of tls 
Roman Empire,’ which contained matter 
which might be objected to, it would be 
undesirable or impossible to set up machinery 
to prohibit. It was not desirable that the 
scope of the bill should be extended to such 
books. Another example which occurred to 
him was Burton's “Arabian Nights '—a 
highly prized werk of a literarv character. 
SUSPECT GAELIC BOOKS! 

There were books in the Irish language 
itself which might be brought before the 
Censorship Board, in which there were pas- 
sages of an indecent character, and which 
could not be brought up if the amendment 
were adopted. Every effort should be made 
to deal with books that were definitels 
obscene; but no effort should be made to 
interfere with books of whose literary or 
educationa] value there could be no doubt. 
One difficulty was that there was no provision 
in the bill for defining in any particular case 
books or periodicals found in newsagents 
shops. le position of the bookseller or the 
newsagent was one of complete and absolute 
uncertainty. The statement that the movers 
of the amendment were departing from 
Catholic principles was a misconception of 
ideas. Machinery should be provided by 
which those principles could be carried into 
effect. 

There was no provision by which news- 
agents or booksellers would know what books 
or periodicals would render them liable to 
prosecution. There was no authority to 
decide hefore a prosecution took place what 
did or what did not constitute the advocacy 
of the practices referred to. 

The question of setting up machinery was 
even more important in the case of books 
than in that of periodicals, as in the case of 
the latter only one issue might be affected. 
They proposed by their amendment to treat 
bcoks which advocated the practices referred 
to as indecent and obscene books. ‘They 
were perfectly willing to adopt any other 
ran li that might be better. Lists, for in- 
stance, might be prepared by the Minister 
and supplied to newsagents, who would then 
know what,”if circulated, would render them 
lisble to prosecution. 

MINISTER FAVOURS LIST. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY said that 
Section 17 made it very clear that whether 
the censorship of books broke down or’ not, 
the ability to prosecute for the possession 
of a certain book would remain intact. He 
would be willing to accept the amendment 
to this extent, that he would permit, by 
amendment, the Censorship Board to draw 
up and declare a list of books and periodicals 
EA ee Bo That list would be a guide for 

oksellers, who from it could judge as to 
other books or periodicals, the circulation of 
which would render them liable to prosecu- 
tion. 

He could not consent to the deletion of 
Section 17, but he would arrange for a modi- 
fication of Sub-Section B, whose provisions, 
he was satisfied, were too wide.

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, sail 
that in view of the existing situation he 
would prefer not to make a statement at the 
moment on the matter. 

Mr. DERRIG—Are we to understand that 
the Minister is prepared to allow the factory 
to continue canvassing individual growers, 
and to break up the Association? Jf that is 
allowed to continue the Association will be 
left with no bargaining powers whatever. 

Mr. BLYTHE—That does not arise out © 
the question. I have discussed the 
carefully with the Minister for Agriculture, 
and we both think that it is better not ‘0 
make a statement for the moment. 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly)—Does the 
Minister think that the factory is justified in 
reducing the price of beet by ten shillings 
per ton? 

Mr. BLYTHE—I repeat that this does not 
arise out of the question. 

Mr. DERRIG—I think that answer is un- 
satisfactory, and I will raise the question on 
the adjournment. 

Mr. BLYTHE—If you do I will refuse to 
answer, and you may talk to empty Govern- 
ment benches. 

Mr. AIRD (Govt., Leix-Offaly), on the same 
subject, asked the Minister for Agriculture 
whether he had received any representations 
on the matter of the deadlock between the 
Irish Sugar Manufacturing Company, Carlow, 
and the Irish Beet-Growers’ Association as to 
the price to be paid for beet. 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, re. 
ferred the deputy to the reply given by tlie 
Minister for Finance to Mr. Derrig. 

Mr. AIRD said that he did not think the 
reply a satisfactory one. He thought that the 
matter should be raised on the adjournment. 

The SPEAKER suid that the House had 
already accepted notice to have the matter 
raised on the adjournment. 

Mr. HOGAN said that it was suggested 
that somebody represehting the Government 
should interfere in that dispute, and at the 
same time the Government was asked to 
commit itself to a definite line of policy. 
Every deputy in the Dail understood that in 
the case of arbitration, for the arbitrator 
to take one side or the other was impossible. 
Deputies wanted him (the Minister) to make 
definite statements as to prices and other 
things. He refused to do so 

Mr DAVIN—Will the Minister say that be 
is going to iptervena? 

Mr. HOGAN—I am prepared to say that 
the line I am taking now is such that any 
deputy having the interest of the heet. 
growers at heart will not persist in asking 
me to make any definite statement in regard 
to the dispute. 


GOVERNMENT'S EFFORTS. 

On the motion for the adjournment, Mr 
DERRIG again raised the question. The 
matter was important, so that the heet in- 
dustry should not be prejudiced by the 
action of the company in trying to make 
contraeis with individual farmers for their 
beet, and ignoring the Growers’ Association 
It would not prejndice a settlement of the 
dispute, as the Minister said it would, if a 
stalement were made to the House as to whai 
was being done to bring about a settlement 
of the te. If the Association were to be 
broken, the com make any terms 
they wisbed with the other growers.

MOUNTAIN RANGE IN 
THE ANTARCTIC. 


From Retiter’s ConresPonvent:

and mapped out a vast new territory 
which he has claimed for the United 
States. | 

In a despatch to the New York 
Times, the St. Louis Post Despatch and 
their associated newspapers, the explorer 
describes an extensive flight with two 
aeroplanes, in the course of which this 
territory was observed. 


MARIE BYRD LAND. 
The region has been named Marie Byrd 
Land, after Commander Byrd's wife, 
The explorer also claims to have dis- 
covered a second new mountain range to 
the east and south of the first range dis- 
covered by him recently, and named the 
Rockefeller Range, which is within the 
territory included in New Zealand, kriown 
as the Ross Dependency. 


10,000 FEET MOUNTAINS. 
The new range just discovered is larger 
than the first, and contains peaks between 
8,000 and 10,000 feet high. It lies in the 
new Marie Byrd Land, between the Ross 
Sea and Graham’s Land, outside the 
British territory.

COAST LINE MAPPED. 
In the last flight the Rockefeller Range 
was mapped by the aero camera. An 
entire new section was sketched, and the 
uncharted coast line east of the Bay of 
Whales was mapped by Captain Ashley 
McKinley, of the Army Air Service, who 
was in second of the two aeroplanes that 
made the flight. 
Commenting on Commander Byrd’s dis- 
coveries, Dr. Jsaial Bowman, Director ol 
the National Geographical Society, says : 
“ With first-class equipment and trained 
personnel, Commander Byrd seems now 
definitely to have begun the big job of ex- 
ploring the interior of Antarctica. The 
results of the flight just concluded may be 
taken as forecasting the eventful success 
of his programme either this year or next, 
when his longer flights will be undertaken. 
“The breaking-in period is of the 
greatest importance in aeroplane explora- 
tion, involving, as it does, new observa- 
tion on magnetic declination, visibility of 
the air, and of the snow-cover from aloft, 
and also the testing of cameras and aero- 
planes.

Captain Lalor, the meteorological 
expert at University College, Cork, told 
me this afternoon that up till this morn 
ing 7.5 inches of rainfall had been 
recorded during February, and this total 
has only been surpassed for the entire 
month on two occasions since 1863. The 
highest record was in February, 1925, 
when there was a total rainfall of 8.54 
inches. February, 1915, came next with 
7.9 inches.

WATERFORD, Thursday. 

Not for many years has Waterford ex- 
perienced rain so heavy and continuous 
as that of the past three days. Serious 
loss and damage, in addition to great in- 
convenience, have been caused throughout 
the district. County farmers who wanied 
to go ahead with the early spring opera- 
tions have experienced a very damaging 
set-back. In low-ying districts particu- 
larly the land is so sodden that it has 
been reduced to the consistency of mud. 
It is, therefore, feared that the harvest 
may be delayed, and this applies espe- 
cially to root crops. 

The road services have been greatly 
hampered by the floods. Both the new 
and old roads from Waterford to Tramore 
have been inundated at several points, 
thus rendering them impassable to small 
motor cars. Even the heavy ‘buses found 
it difficult to pass along the old road, 
which is much higher than the new one, 
and the new one is quite impassable. 

The low-lying land known as Kilbarry 
Marshes, near the city, is a miniature 
lake. Tramore residents going by motor 
car to Waterford this morning had to turn 
and take the train. 

The railway from Waterford to Tra- 
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more has been in part invaded by water, 
causing a delay in the train service. The

DONEGAL SCHEDULED AREA. 

At the meeting of the County Donegal Com- 
mittee of Agriculture, which was held at 
Lifford vesterday, Mr. Michael Doogan moved 
that the Free State Department of .Agricul- 
ture be asked to define a smaller area mm 
Donegal-now scheduled as a black scab area--- 
namely, the divisions of Maheraclogher and 
Meenaclady, as ouly a few cases were dis- 
covered five years ago on the border between 
Dunfanaghy and Glenties areas, and no spread 
of the disease has since taken piace. It is 
considered that a limited area should be fixed. 
such as the River Clady from Bunbeg to 
Dunlewev, and that all west of that margin 
be scheduled, and that all worth-west and 
east Should be exempted. 

The Rev. John Lagan, C.C., Desertegney, n 
member of the Committee, wrote :—‘‘[ am 
utterly opposed to interfering with the area 
scheduled as affected with black scab as any 
spread of the disease in the county would 
ruin the export of potatoes, as it had done 
in a large area of South Derry.” 

The Chairman (Mr. P. J. Baxter) said that 
In his district, which. was not scheduled, :! 
was necessary to get a permit under the Free 
Stale regulations to export the potatoes across 
the water. 

Mr. Neil Faulkner said that it was the 
Scottish Department and not the Free Sta‘ 
Department required that. There was a 
very big export of potatoes from Donegal] to 
all parts of Scotland.

TERRIBLE FAMINE 
IN CHINA. 


A HUNPRED FAMILIES 
COMMIT SUICLDE. 


‘From Revrer’s Corresronvent. 
PEKING, Thursday. 

Mr. E..H.. Oliver, the representative 
in China of the International Famine 
Relief Commission, has. transmitted to 
Peking a report on the apballing famine 
conditions in the area of Shensi Province, 
between the bend of the Yellow Riyer and 
Sianfu, the capital of. the ‘province. 

EATING GRASS. 

Mr, Oliver states that at one point he 
discovered two hundred villagers huddled 
together in a cave,” They had no food, 
and, afflicted with terrible eye sicknesses, 
were awaiting death. 

He also found whole villages without 
one pound of grain left. The villagers 
were grinding down dried grasses into 
powder in order to make a kind of horrible 
porridge. Nowhere has the winter grain 
been sown, and as a result there will be 
no spring harvest. 

120,000 STARVING. 

In one district 70,000 people out of a 
population of 120,000 are. completely 
destitute of food, and the remainder have 
only a very little. ‘The local gentry are 
doing their best by establishing gruel 
kitchens, but this is merely a drop in the 
bucket, 

The same applies to the amount of grain 
which the Government has so far sent to 
this areg. 

At S&anyuan, twenty-five miles north of 
Sianfu, Mr. Oliver found a mob of 
several thousand hunger-maddened peopie 
threatening to loot the city unless they 
were fed. 

FARMS FOR A MEAL. 

The people everywhere are desperate. 
In one district a hundred families com- 
mitted suicide rather than continue to 
suffer. 

Whole tracts of land can be purchased 
for the price of one meal, and there 1s 
hardly a draft animal left anywhere, all 
having been slaughtered for food.

THREE MEN CHARGED. 

In the Midleton (Co. Cork) District Court 
yesterday, before Mr. Farrell, . Michael 
Johnson, lighthouse keeper, Roche's Point; 
his son, James Johnson, and James Doyle. 
assistant lighthouse keeper, were charged 
with the larceny from the Celtic of the 
following articles--five wicker chairs, one 
settee, two card tables, three blankets, fiity- 
one bed covers, three pillow covers, one 
pillow, two bed mattresses and covers, SIX- 
teen table forks, two towels, one picture, 
seventeen spoons, the property of the Oceanic 
Steam Navigation Co., Ltd., value for £50. 

Sergeant Tunney gave evidence of having 
searched the premises of the defendants on 
January 21 last, and having found the 
articles. The first-named defendant said that 
he had found one chair and a door curtain 
on the shore, and denied all knowledge of 
the other articles. The other defendants said 
that they had picked up the articles in the 
sea, some of which had been handed to them 
from overboard, On the night before the 
alleged larceny the defendant, Johnson, 
senior, telephoned to witness from the light- 
house that there was a boat alongside the 
Celtic on which was a light, and he believed 
that there were undesirable people on board. 

Evidence was yiven by John Jenkins, chief 
executive officer, and Henry Coleman, second 
steward of the Celtic, that no authority was 
given to throw any stuff overboard, and no 
permission given to any person to take the 
articles stated, 

The Justice stated that he actented the 
explanation of Johnson, senior, and dismissed 
the charge against him, and reserved his de- 
cision in the cases against the other do 
fendants to enable him to inspect the alleged 
stolen property. '

PROTESTS FROM MUSICAL 
CIRCLES 

The decision of the Vienna broadcasting 
company to use jazz versions of Wagner, 
Liszt, and other classical composers for danc- 
ing has brought Joud protests from orthodox 
musical circles.

VANITY AS AID TO 
LEARNING,

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ZEST OF COMPETITION, 

Do school children learn better if it is 
dinned into their ears that learning is good 
for them? Or is it simply that practice makes 
proficient students? 

A series of experiments upon schoo] children 
has been made by Dr. Percival Symonds, at 
the Teachers’ College, Columbia University, 
New York. He found that appealing.to the 
children’s motives of seif-interest or self 
improvement was useless. 

“Trying to interest people in improving 
themselves,” said Professor Symonds, ‘‘ is of 
no effect upon their learning.” An appeal to 
the pupils vanity or egotism, however. might 
be successful, ‘If you tell the pupil how 
much he has improved, and thus bolster up 
his egotism. that improves his zeal for Jearn- 
ing, ” Dr. Symonds found. 

Again, a potent incitement was the intro 
duction of the element of competition. “If 
the students’ records are published, they are 
immediately aroused to do better work: fo 
that appeals to their sense of competing with 
one ancther,’”’ Dr. Symonds reported.

“The Ereétion of the Mechanical and 
Electrical Part of the Shannon Scheme ” was 
the subject of a paper read by Dr. K. Ott, 
chief engineer -for the contractors, at 4 
meeting of the Institution of Electrica!

Sin,—A statement which 1 recently made 
to your representative has evoked a number 
of replies, not only in your own columns, but 
also in most of the other papers in this 
country. Although, as I previously ex- 
plained, it is not the intention of this com- 
pany to go in for Press controversy, I should 
like to refer to Mr. Kieran s letter in your 
issue of the 13th inst., because it 1s charac- 
teristic of what I termed the ‘ imaginary 
estimates’ of our critics: 

Having expressed the opinion that the case 
[ made out for the sugar factory '' must 
appear deplorably weak and unconvincing,’ 
Mr, Kieran goes on to say that ‘‘ the subsidy 
received in respect of the sugar manufactured 
during the year in question was about 
£440,000,”" and also ‘“‘that the amount 
received by the company for its manufactured 
sugar was more than £500,000.’’ These 
figures are, no doubt, arrived at by caiculat- 
ing a subsidy of £24 10s. on an output of 
18,000 tons of sugar, and by reckoning on a 
sales price of about £28 per ton, which 
atter, by the way, is an absolutely incorrect 
figure. It seems strange that one “ at all 
conversant with the subject,” as Mr. Kieran 
apparently claims to be, should overlook one 
important fact—namely, that the subsidy is 
payable minus whatever import duty is in 
force at the moment, and that, as a result, 
the amount of £9 6s. 8d. per ton (which has 
since been increased to £11 13s. 4d.) can 
either be included in revenue from subsidy or 
else trom sales, but not in both. 

{he errors into which Mr. Kieran (in com- 
pany with many other correspondents and 
speakers) has, no doubt, unintentionally, 
fallen represent approximately the sum of 
£240,000, and afford an illustration of the 
methods by which a case of “ profiteering ” 
is made out against this company.—Yours, 
etc., Ó.

THE FARMER’S PLIGHT. 

TO THE EDITOR OF TITE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Once again a fresh burden is thrown 
upon the already overloaded shoulders of the 
unfortunate farmer of this island. Already 
he must pay excessive prices for his furniture, 
his motor transport, his wireless, his boots, 
his clothes, and now a fresh burden 1s added 
in the shape of higher costs again for these 
last. Why is he thus taxed? In order that 
he may provide from his hardly-won earn- 
‘ngs for the support of industrialists in 
Dublin. Yet the farmer, his wife and 
daughters, aud the labourer whose interests 
are one with the farmer’s, are in the 
majority in this country. Why do they put. 
up with these imposts? A ciear indication 
from the farmers and Jabourers of every con- 
stituency to their member in the Dail to the 
effect, that, if he did not get the tarifis on 
the necessaries of life removed, he would 
cease to be their member, would soon see a 
change in Government policy. 

The prosperity of the industrial population 
of Dublin and Cork is dependent on the 
prosperity of agriculture, but the prosperity 
of agriculture in no way depends on industry. 
There appears to be a class of men—men 
with one idea—who betray a certain idolatry 
of industry on a large scale, whose know- 
ledge is not the outcome of experience of life, 
but of unguided study of a restricted range 
of literature and miscuided use of doubtful 
statistics. Who are the thousand additional 
jhands for whom employment will be found? 
Will thev be young boys and girls entering 
an unskilled and blind-alley occupation, or 
will they be skilled werkmen supporting 
families? Will the majoritv of them be 
Knelish immigrants from the depressed indus- 
trial districts of England? 

There is one thing, however, that is quite 
clear. Their wages are goinc to be paid 
hy the Irish farmer, and their food will not 
consist of Irish butter, egrs, chickens, and 
meat, hat, rather, of margarine. Danish 
eegs, American bacon. and foreign. chilled 
meat; nor will their bread be made from 
Irish wheat. Who are the here-brained 
nseudo-economists who prompt our Ministers 
to expend their energies on making Dublin 
into another Belfast or Leeds instead of 
directing them to the improvement of the 
lot of our sturdy farmers’ It is to be feared 
that the voice of the fortune-hunting indus. 
trialist rings louder in Ministerial ears than 
the inarticulate murmur of our agricultural 
population—the mass and the bone and the 
sinew of our country.—Yours, etc.,

The Belfast musical competitions were con. 
tinued in the Assembly Hall yesterday. 

There were nine entries for the Semor 
Scholarship, which entitles the winner to one 
year’s piano tuition with an approved pro- 
fessional teacher. Cauadidates must not be 
over 20. years. 

The test-pieces were—‘‘ Fantasia in C 
Minor ” (Bach), '“ Impromptu in A Flat” 
(Chopin), a piece to be read at sight, and an 
aural test. 

The scholarship was won by Mollie Ander- 
son (Fivemiletown) with 178 marks. 

This competition, said Mr. Dawson, had 
been a very exciting one. The pieces were 
well chosen—he had chosen them himself. 
The first piece found the fingers and rhythm ; 
the second was pianistic. The sight-reading 
was a good deal better than was usual in a 
class of that sort He advised sight-readers 
to begin by locking at the time-signature and 
key-signature, and then to get the hang of 
the thing. The winner had given a fluent per- 
formance, though it had certain technical im- 

rfections. 

Violin Solo (under 17). Test piece, ‘* In- 
trada '” (Moffat). Ten entries. 

Mr. Speocer Dyke adjudicated at this com- 
eiition, which resulted as follows :—l, 
ernadette Turley (92); 2, Edna Alexander 
(88); 3 (equal) Kathleen Cousins and Paul 
Sythes (87). . 

Mr. Dyke said that the class only showed a 
very fair level of efficiency, and generally 
inusicianship was lacking. He was rather 
disappointed. as a higher standard was ex- 
pected from a class up to 17 years of age. 

There were three entries for violoncello 
(under 17). The test pieces were ‘‘ Taran- 
ielle’’ (Squire) and reading at sight. 

Results :—1, Jim Green (90); 2, Claire 
Matthews (87); 3, Valerie Trimble, Ennis- 
killen, (86). ; 

This test was a very severe one, said Mr. 
Dyke, as it called for very efficient technique, 
to say nothinc of the spirit of music. The 
winner displayed rather an insufficient idea 
of tone contrasts, and was a little rough at 
times. He was, however, technically sound, 
and distinct promise was shown. There 
were some very vague and incorrect note 
values in the sight reading. The second 
winner was a little dall from the point of 
view of tone-colour, and there was insufficient 
contrast. She showed talent, however. The 
sight reading was inexperienced. The third 
prize-winner pleased him enormously, but her 
technique was hardly equal to the task. Her 
sight-reading was very inexperienced. 

Violin Selo (under 13). Four competitors. 
Test pieces: ‘‘ Gavotte et Musette ”’ 
(Bottreaux) and reading at sight. 

Results—1, Fionan O’Sharkev, 84: 2, 
Maura O’Sharkey, 77; á, Michael W. Johm- 
stone, 74. 

Mr. Dyke said that he always thought 
that the most tragic thing in the world was 
when young people played badly from a 
technical point of view. The winner, cer 
tainly, possessed talent, and if he paid 
attention to his faults of technique should 
do well. The second winner also showed 
distinct promise, and her general technical 
preparation would ultimately be useful. The 
intonation of the third was good, despite 
technical handicaps. 

Viola Solo. Two entries. The test pieces 
were ‘‘Romance’’ (Wolstenholme) and a 
piece to be read at sight. 

Result:—1, Florence Harrison (Bangor), 
95; 2, Chrissie M. Walshe (Navan), 81. 

“So few have the courage to play the viola 
that when we have two heroines, as in this 
class, I can only congratulate them and sav 
that 1 am glad that Belfast has at least two,” 
said Mr. Dyke in the course of his adjudica- 
tion. The winner, he remarked, had very 
pleasing tone, and her reading was musica). 
Her sight reading was very good. There was 
rather a lack of variety in the second 
winner's performance, 


ORGAN SOLO. 

There were five competitors for the organ 
solo, which consisted of the playing of 
‘* Choral Song and Fugue ’’ (Wesley) and a 
hymn-tune. There Was also a sight-réeding 
test, ‘

Mr. Wiseman said that he was verv dis- 
appointed with this class. He had not heard 
anything of organ playing. He admitied it 
was not a good organ, but after two prac- 
tices on it they ought to have found out 
something of the peculiarities of the brute. 
Everyone ought to yo in for a course of 
French Suites by Bach with a view to 
rhythm, and ought to be practised on the 
piano. Octave passages should never be 
practised on an organ. All sorts of things 
were done that morning which ought never 
to have been done—notes had been sustained 
which ought never to have been sustained. 
and notes were unsustained which ought to 
have been sustained. There. was far too 
much smudging, which was the result of not 
practising on a piano. ‘There was also too 
much noise, which he loathed. His talk 
could be taken as the meditation of a sorrow- 
ful man, and he regretted that he had felt 
so uncomfortable that he must withhold the 
award of the gold medal. 

Junior Vocal Duet (under 16). Kleven 
entries. Competitors were allowed to choose 
their own piece.

2, Eileen Pierce and Helen Smyth (“Child 
Voices’’), 87. 

Duet for two Violins. Four entries. Test 
piece: ‘‘Two Conversations about Bach ” 
(Somervel!). Results—1, Dorothy Steede 
and Bernadette Turley (89 marks); 2, Mina 
M‘Clure and Meta Wilson (87); 3, Florence 
and Olivia Wilson, Lisburn (85). 

Mr. Spencer Duke said that no competition 
gave him so much pleasure as this. He 
found it difticult to make up his mind he- 
tween the first and second group, and had to 
recall them. The first prize-winners displayed 
greater temperament, but the second winners 
gave a very notable performance. 

Duet for Piano and Violin (Senior),.— 
There were three competitors in this class. 
the test piece being Grieg’s ‘‘ Sonata in Ay 
first and second movements. 

Mr. Dyke said that he could only award a 
second prize in this competition. There was 
an enormous jump in the standard between

CORK, Thursday. 

When I approached Mr. Richard Wallace, 
Chairman ef the Cork Harbour Commis- 
sioners, to-day, for an expression of opinion 
regarding the movement for a modification of 
the tonnage dues at the port here, he said 
that it was very questionable whether any 
reduction on the lines suggested in to-day’s 
Jiish Temea would have any beneficial effect 
on the trade of Cork, “If the City of Cork 
Steampacket Co., Ltd., would consent to 
having its proposed new passenger steamer 
for the Cork-Fishguard service built in Cork, 
instead of Belfast.” he said, “I would be 
prepared to ask the members of my Board 
to compound a scale whereby the company 
would be afforded some considerable relief 
from the increased tonnage dues on this 
vessel,’’ 

The cost of this new vessel is in the neigh- 
bourhood of £250,000, and Mr. Wallace's 
suggestion, if acted upon, would mean a con- 
siderable relief to the distress and unem- 
ployment, which is due to the closing down of 
the three shipbuilding yards at Cork Harbour, 
These docks have been virtually idle for the 
past seven years, save for a few compara- 
tively short intervals when repair work has 
been carried out. 


COASTING STEAMERS. 

Referring to the question of shipping 
dues, Mr. Wallace told me that the tonnage 
dues on coasting steamers at Cork compared 
very favourably with the — cheapest 
port in = Treland, At Cork the 
charge on these vessels is only 43d.; 
at Limerick. 4d.. with 4d. extra if the dock 
is used; Waterford, óád., with 13d. extre 
lighting dues and water bailiffs’ fees; Belfast, 
6d.; and Dublin, 6$d. 

In the circumstances, he added, it 1s diffi- 
cult to eee how. the port can benefit through 
any further reduction, and it is extremely 
unlikely that amy increased shipping would 
result. 

Mr. R. W. Sinnott, Managing Director of 
the City of Cork Steam Packet Company, 
Limited, who also is a member of the 
Harbour Board, said that the question 
was one which would have to be very care- 
fully approached by the Commissioners; but 
he had no doubt that some concession on the 
lines I indicated to-day, based on the peak 
figures payable by companies trading directly 
with the port, would prove beneficial to the 
Commissioners’ revenue. He pointed out 
that, in any event, they could suffer no loss, 
as the highest amount derived in tonnage 
dues from any one source would be secured, 
and it was only in excess of that amount that 
any reductions would be made. 


CORK AND FIGHGUARD. 

“Mr. Sinnott further informed me that his 
company for several years have had under 
consideration the question of a daily service 
between Cork and Fishguard. The present 
traffic did not warrant such a de- 
parture; and, although extra _ sailings 
had to be provided on certain occasions, 
these were frequently run at a loss. <A daily 
service would involve a buge outlay in the 
provision of au additional vessel, and his 
company would not be prepared to take that 
step without some encouragement from the 
port authorities. Any concession made by the 
Harbour Commissioners, he added, might 
rove an inducement to this company to take 
the visk of improving the Cork-Fishguard 
service, and make daily sailings to and from 
each port,

EVIDENCE AT INQUEST IN

William O'Reilly, a  taxi-driver, of 16 
Bonham street. said that about 8.25 p.m, en 
February 18 he was called to the United Sér- 
vices’ Club, St. Stevhen’s Green. While 
waiting outside he saw Colonel McGann 
(whom he had as a fare on several occasions) 
descend the stepsof the club, and when he was 
near the bottom step he stumbled and fell 
backwards, his head striking against the 
steps. The witness assisted in bringing him 
into the club and later removed him to a 
private hospital in his taxi.

MR. JOHNSON WANTS TO SEE 
ALL CORRESPONDENCE. 

In the Free State Senate yesterday, Mr. 
Westropp Bennett, Chairman, presiding, 

Mr. PP W. KENNY moved— That 
Seanad Eireann approves of the Treaty for 
the Renunciation of War, signed at Paris on 
the 27th day of August, 1928, a copy of which 
was laid upon the Table of the Seanad on 
this 20th day of February, 1929, and recom- 
mends the Executive Council to take the 
necessary steps for its ratification.’’ 

Mr. DO ALL, in seconding the motion, 
said that had no confidence in the Pact 
whatever. He recognised the moral worth of 
the Pact when the so-called high contracting 
parties were caught red-handed negotiatiag 
for a secret naval treaty. 

Mr. T. JOHNSON moved an amendment 
as iollows—‘‘ To delete all after the word 
‘That’ in line 1, and to substitute therefor 
the words:—‘ Before approving ofthe Treaty 
for the Renunciation of War, signed at Paris 
on the 27th day of August, 1928, the Seanad 
requests the Executive Council to lav on the 
Talle of the House copies of the corie- 
spondence which passed between the Execu- 
trve Council and the Government of the 
United States of America relating to the said 
Treaty.’ ”’ 

He complained that two copies only of the 
Treaty had been laid on the Table of the 
House. and said that one would have thought 
“that, in view of its very great importance, 
such a document would have been circulated 
ty the members. He submitied that there 
vas time for the correspondence to be laid 
ou the lable of the House, in order that this 
Treaty might be considered im the light of that 
correspondence, Without this correspondence 
he held that the Pact could not be under- 
stood. It could not be understood except in 
the light of the understanding that had been 
artived at by the parties who had already 
signed the Pact. 


THE BRITISH ATTITUDE. 

lhe House did not know whether there 
had been an understanding between the Lrish 
Free State and the United States, or between 
the Irish Free State and the British Govern- 
ment. They did know that correspondence 
had taken place, but had there been any 
reservations or epecial interpretations as to 
what the Pact meant? The British Govern- 
ment had published a considerable amount 
ol correspondence which must be read to 
enable one to understand the attitude of 
(Great, Britain towards the Pact. They learned 
from this correspondence that certain agree- 
ments and interpellations had. been arrived 
at before the invitation was issued to the 
Free State Government. As a matter of fact 
that invitation was issued to the Free State 
(iovernment at the syggestion of the British 
Minister. 

Were they to assume that ihe Free State 
Ministers endorsed the inierpellations of the 
British Government? Mr. Chamberlain had 
stated that the British Government signed 
the Treaty on the understanding that it did 
not prejudice their position in respect of cer. 
tain regions of the earth of which the weliave 
and integrity were of special interest to the 
peace and safety of the British Empire. 

‘" UTTERLY USELESS.’’ 

So far as Great Britain was concerned, this 
Pact was utterly useless as a means of pre- 
venting war. He was anxious to know 
whether the interpellation had been endorsed 
ly the Executive Council that Great Britain 
was only to seek pacific means to solve any 
dispute or conflict from whatever cause that 
night arise between Great Britain and the 
lrish Free State.

He thought that the only 
thing they could do at the present moment 
was to put their point of view definitely 
before ihe world. It might not count to a 
reat extent. He felt that their only safety 
ay m a guarantecd neutrality, and, if that 
was something that was not possible, then 
they could only assert their rights and their 
moral position in the world. 
FREE STATE POSITION. 

Mr. SEAN MILROY said that he could not 
help feeling that Senator Connolly’s observa- 
tions were intended to convey the suggestion 
that Ireland was in a les enviable 
position under the Treaty than she was 
before it was signed. This country bad made 
a great effort to obtain representation at the 
Versailles Peace Conference, and they were 
told that if they obtained representation 
they would have raised their neAjonal status. 
They failed in that effort. and to-day, when 
they had signed a document of greater moral 
significance, it was suggested that they had 
gone back instead of forward. No one would 
argne that this document would put an end 
to war, or that it would change human 
nature, but it was a gesture signifying that 
the nations of the world were agreed that 
the settlement of international disputes by 
peacetu] measures was most depirable. 

Mr. DOUGLAS said that he, personally, 
Was satisfied tbat, taking everything into 
consideration, it was right to sign the Pact 
He agreed that in international affairs the 
right thing for this country to do was to 
express its own point of view, although it 
might know that it had no power to enforce 
it. He believed that to do so they must, as 
far as possible, take their place among the 
nations of the world, and take every oppor: 
tunity of expressing it. As an independent 
member of the League of Nations, they had 
an opportunity of doing so without fear. 

If their position in the League would be 
adversely affected by signing the Pact. he 
would be oppased to doing so. He did rot 
believe it would. The Pact would not end 
war; war was only to be ended by the people 
forcing their Governmeiits to refuse to go to 
war. He did not think any of the Govern- 
ments of the larger_countries who signed the 
Pact did so without reservations, mental or 
otherwise: but he believed ihis State could 
sign it without. any reservations. 

Colonel! MOORE said that, if he saw any 
sign ol peace following the signing of this 
Pact, he would be in favour of it, because 
peace was absoiutely necessary to this 
country, but he did not think that the Pact 
would make for peace. 

THE USUAL PRELUDE TO WAR. 

Dr, GOGARTY said that he did not see 
why the expression of our voice in world 
affairs should always take the form of a 
whinge or a wail. There was nothing new in 
the idea of peace pacts. They usually 
preceded wars. In the vear 550 B.C. one was 
signed in China, and followed by a thirty 
years’ war é 

Dr, Gogarty quoted many similar instances 
from Greek and Roman history, and said 
that The Hague Conference of 1907 was 
followed by the war of 1914, and that they 
were still awaiting the war which was to be 
the sequel to the Versailles Conference. 

Everyone recognised the futility, the 
hypocrisy, and the necessity for such docu- 
ments. They had io accept the existence 
of imperialism. They could trace the curve 
of its progress in history like the curve 
of the rise in the price of beef 
with which it was generally directly 
related. Imperialism was natural to man, 
even though its yreatest advocates were 
usually less than five feet in height. The 
Saorstat might have attracted some attention 
by refusing to sign the Pact, but it would 
not have done this country any good. 

»Mr. COMYN (F.F.) said that he differed 
entirely with Senator Gogarty when he said 
that this country should follow the band and 
be near the Joud-speaker. They had a big 
moral position in the world by reason of the 
sirategic position of this country in the 
Atlantic, and also by reason of the fact that 
the Iri#h race was scattered all over the 
world, and were a vocal people. They were 
the nation apparently designed to lead the 
senliiment of the small nations against Im- 
perialism. <A delay of a few days until they 
col the correspondence might, perhaps, 
eventuate in a resolution which would be 
spoken of not alone in London, but in Wash- 
ington also. The reason he asked for a 
postponement of this matter was in order to 
see how far England and America would give 
them guarantees that food ships coming into 
this country would be exempt from search or 
seizure. If they could not get those guar- 
antees he would wish that the leaders of 
public opinion in this country would do all in 
their power to make arrangements so that if 
the worst came this country would be able to 
feed itself. They must have guarantees of 
freedom of trade or else till their own land. 


MINISTER’S STATEMENT. 


Mr. McGiLLIGAN, Minister for External 
Aftairs, said that Senator Johnson had puí 
a series of questions founded on suspicions, 
and, though they were ill-founded, he was 
glad they nad been raised as they gave him 
an opportunity of clearing away the distrust 
and suspicion that had arisen in connection 
with this Pact, and which always arose in 
connection with any treaty that this country 
entered into, 

Only four letiers had passed hetween him- 
self and the American Minisier here—two 
irom himselt cad two from the American 
Minister—and all four had been published 
wecurately and fully months ago in the daily 
Press. In his letier to the American Minister 
he had deciared that they had accepted the 
Pact unreservedly. There were no commit- 
ments and they had made no interpretations 
other than appeared on tho iace of the Pact 
itself. They declared in their letters to the 
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American _Minister that they believed there 
was ary | in the Pact contrary to the 
League of Nations’ Covenant, and on that 
basis they accepted il unreservedly. 

They were asking the House to sign, not 
any reservations or interpretations, but simply 
the Kellogg Pact. There were no special in- 
terpretations and no reservations. Senator 
Johnson had enunciated a theory which he 
(Mr, McGilligan) would be horrified if it were 
put forward for acceptance by the British 
Foreign Office, namely—that the Free State 
Government, when they got any information 
as to the British interpretation of anything, 
unless they made an explicit and direct ob- 
assumed to have endorsed 
and accepted it. That was not their policy. 
The line they took was that until they agreed 
explicitly with any sort of document the 
thing which they signed stood as the only 
thing to which they were committed, and 
that held in the case of this Pact. 

A CLEAR UNDERSTANDING. 

He would like to have it accepted that the 
mere receipt of information made them 
parties to any reservation or interpretation 
that any of the States members of the 
Commonwealth liked to put on any article 
What they signed they 
signed clearly and distinctly. ~ It was not 
sound for Senator Johnson or any other 
senator to assume that they had made any 
commitment or accepted any reservation or 
agreed to any interpretation other than that 
which appeared on the face of the document 
until an acknowledgment of that was 
indicated, 

Continuing, the Minister said that Senator 
Johnson had asked whether they had agreed 
that in signing this document they renounced, 
so far as the document went, the right to go 
ie war with other States members of the 
Commonwealth or with Great Britain, and that 
disputes, however arising, would be settled by 
peaceful means. They did, certainly, agree 
with that. They renounced that right, and 
people ought to be clear about it. They 
believed that, when the Treaty was signed, 
there was a renunciation of recourse to war 
as between the different nations oí the 
Common wealth. It was in view of that 
peculiar relationship that they advanced into 
the signing of the Pact. 

the Free State Government had not: re- 
ceived the invitation to sign the Pact in the 
first place because they were not one of the 
principal Powers, and they had got the invita- 
tion because they expressed the view that 
they wished to become an original signatory 
to the Pact 

MR. COSGRAVE’S AUTHORITY. 

Positively, on their side, they agreed to the 
renunciation of war as a particular type oi 
means of settlement of disputes in their 
relations towards Great Britain and the other 
States members, and they believed that, both 
lor the Treaty and the Imperial Conference 
of 1926, the same thing held with them. 

The Free State signed through the instru- 
mentality of President Cosgrave, who had 
full power granted to him by the King at 
the request of the Executive Council; but 
that full power was limited so that he could 
speak and sign only for the area of jurisdic- 
tion of this country, and, similarly, the full 
power of the other States was limited, includ- 
ing that of Great Britain. 

The Treaty had been signed, and if, and 
when. the Dail agreed that the Government 
of this country should sign this pact notifica- 
would be sent to their Charge 
d' Affaires in Washington, and he would 
| present it at Washington. There might be 
simultaneous presentation of documents, but 
there was no single document with a joint 
signature, 

When any body considered that they had 
this separate full power, a separate signature 
in Paris and a separate instrument of ratifica- 
tion, they would see that they had as clear 
cut an independence with regard to this ia 
that they could ever say they had. In fact, 
this was the first time they could say 
it. because this was the first time 
an international document had been signed 
by a separate instrument of ratification. 
‘So far as they were concerned there was 
no special or peculiar interpsetation in the 
document which they endorsed. There was 
none as between the Free State and the 
U.S.A., nor was there any between them and 
Great Britain, or any of the other States 
members. They were not committed to the 
British reservation or interpretation. 

REPLY TO FIANNA FAIL, 

Proceeding, the Minister said that Senator 
Connolly nad said that they were stereotyping 
the present conditjons, but if he could be 
shown that by signing this pact they were 
stereotyping the present condition of things 
more firmly than by not signing it he would 
refuse to sign. He spoke of guaranteed 
neutrality, but was their guaranteed neutrality 
to be refused when it was held out to them 
until such time as other oppressed peoples of 
the world got their freedom? Senator Con- 
nolly apparently had no idea of submitting 
to any idea of bringing peace to the worl 
because there was some territory occupied. 

They could say that the efforts of certain 
people had brought the preparations for peace 
as much again into the limelight as the pre- 
parations for war, and the preparations 
for peace were being much more 
attended to than the preparations for 
war. The Saorstat should not refuse 
the little aid they could give to the people 
who were promul ating the idea of peace, 
and it was for that reason he asked the 
Senate to give its assent to the ratification 
of the Pact. 

Mr. Johnson's amendment was withdrawn, 
and the motion was unanimously adopted, 
after which 

The Senate adjourned indefinitely.

FIANNA FAIL’S OBJECTIONS. 

In Dail Eireann yesterday, moving that 
the approval of the Dail be given to the 
AN Ugg Pact, 

str. McGILLIGAN, Minister for External 
Affairs, said that the Free State should play 
its part in promoting the Pact. 

Mr. O’KELLY (F.F.. Dublin), describing 
as admirable the terms of the Pact, said 
ihat they knew from history that England 
would Jisten to nothing Wee i the mailed 
fist.’ With the main idea behind the Pact 
—to end war—Fianna Fail was in full sym- 
pathy. i 

“We want peace,” he declared ; “We desire 
peace, and we would be prepared to make 
a declartion if they gave up the force. by 
which they have divided this country in 
two—-we will gladly make a similar declara- 
tion and say that war for us is over.” He 
dod not suggest that the Governments which 
signed the declaration were hot sincere— 
scme of them were; but one of them he 
could not hold was absolutely sincere, seeing 
that. to their own knowledge at the present 
time, a threat of war was held over their 
heads to prevent the liberty and unity of 
their own country. 

They held that they were not free—that 
they could be forced at any time into war, 
and that they had no choice in the matier. 
Une reason for that was Article 7 of the 
Treaty signed in 1921, on which the Consti- 
tution of the State was founded. 

ENGLAND THE BOGEY. 

They were not strong enough to prevent 
England, in case she was at war and desired 
io make use of their country, their harbours 
or territory—they were not strong enough 
to prevent her making use of them. She 
could do that before the Treaty was signed, 
he knew. but she bad an additional advaniage 
now, because by the signing of the Treaty 
they consented to a state of affairs in which 
England could force their country to be the 
cockpit ol war in case of war between, say, 
England and the United States. 

He complained that the Minister for Extern 
Affairs refused to lay on the table the covrres- 
pondence which passed between the English 
(Government and the Executive Council of 
the Free State with reference to the Pact. 

If, he concluded, Treland was free and 
independent, nobody in Ireland would be 
happier to sign the Kellogg Pact vhan the 
party on whose behalf he spoxe 

MR. LEMASS’S MODEST DEMAND. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin) said that, 
although he recognised that there was a 
strong case for secrecy in respect of the 
greater portion of the correspondence between 
our Government and the Government of 
Britain, still in the case of a pact fer the 
renunciation of war there was no reasonable 
ground for refusing to let the light of day 
shine on the document. The refusal to dis- 
close the Articles of the Pact was to him an 
indication that there was something to he 
concealed. He doubted the sincerity of the 
British signatories to the Pact. 

‘* Although,” said Mr. Lemass, “‘ we have 
al present peace in our land, there is, in fact. 
a state of smothered war here, and all the 
pacts in the world will not prevent a re- 
newal of war here to achieve the long-desire| 
independence of our country. If Britain has 
the least desire to lead the world for the 
renunciation of war she can take an effective 
step in that direction by making a deciara 
tion that she will not attempt to interfere ly 
force in any desive on the part df the Trish 
people by their free vote to establish a ie 
publican form of Goyernment here, and ajso 
that she wont hack the Northern Government 
in maintaining partition.”

of England an but a question as to 
the sincerity ot he State Mispeeoutatives 
in signing this Pact. He believed they were. 
Mr. Lemass’s outlook was not very encourag- 
ing There was suspicion in it, and suspicion 
was always oozing out as to what the other 
fellow was going to do. It was out of sus- 
picion that wars were bred. 

It would be bad for this conniry if there 
Should be war between England and the 
United States, because Ireland would be in- 
volved in it. It was the duty of every person 
of good-will to do everything in his power 
t» prevent anything like war between the 
two countries. The fact that this Treaty 
renounced war as a national policy was a 
reason why this House should ratify it. To 
say that there was a state of smothered war 
in this country was a statement for which 
there was no ground, and one that could do 
ho good. 


MINISTER'S CRITICISM. 

Mr. DESMOND FITZGERALD, Minister 
for Defence, said that it was very hard to 
understand what the deputies opposite found 
to object to in the Pact. They seemed io 
unply that the Free State was not free to 
sign it. Of course, they were. They should 
be very thankful that this Treaty was forth- 
coming and that they had an opportunity of 
assisting in its application. A fair interpreta- 
tion of the arguments from the Fianna Fail 
benches was that Ireland might want to 
resort to war.with Great Britain, and they 
did not want an instrnment. like this tieing 
their hands. Deputy Lemass was. he said 
greaily concerned about secret diplomacy. 
His party had made many wild promises in 
respect of what they would dó when they 
became a Government, and, perhaps, another 
promise they would make was fo publish 
all correspondence and documents which 
came into their possession from other nations. 

Mr. LEMASS—There are a number of 
documents extant which we will be very glad 


to publish. 


MR. DE VALERA’S PERMIT. 

President COSGRAVE~—The deputy has 
come across one in the last couple of days 
that he never expected to see. (Laughter.) 

Mr. FITZGERALD said that the League 
of Nations did not warrant apy nation to 
interfere with the domestic concerns of anv 
other nations. Jf the Free State did not 
want to remain belligerent why should they 
not have the credit of being fundamentally, 
and probably more than any other nation in 
the world, a peaceful people. . 

“I think we are satisfied that we do not want 
to resort to war,” said the Minister “and 
we believe that those who come after us will not 
want to resort to war, although we did make 
it perfectiy clear that in the event of agyres- 
sion against us we shall not regard this 
Treaty as prohibiting us from defending our- 
selves nationally,”’ 

The Minister added that it was very easy 
lo say that England had a dominating in- 
fluence here, but it was ihe fact that 
far as the Free Siate was concerned England 
had no influence whatever. 

Mr. A. J. CASSIDY (Lahour, Donegal) said 
that while they should ratify the Pact to 
show that they were sincere in their desire for 
peace, at the same time it should go out 
that they did not believe that the nations 
which had signed the Pact were sincere, and 
that there was a good deal of hypocrisy 
about 31.

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COUNTY KERRY 
HOSPITALS. 
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MINISTER'S STATEMENT IN 
THE SENATE. 

Iu the Free State Senate yesterday. 

The MacGILLICUDDY of the REERKS 
moved a resolution calling on the Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health to 
exercise his powers under Section 20 (3) of 
the Kerry County Scheme Order, 1925, to 
ensure that adequate hospital accommodation, 
as outlined in Section 15 (1), was provided 
at an early date. The present hospital 
accommodation in Tralee was inadequate, he 
said. Frequentiv cases ander treatment har 
to be removed prematurely (to make room tor 
more urgent cases, 

My. COUNITHAN seconded the motion, and 
expressed vegret that there had been such a 
delay in dealing with the Report of the Com- 
mission, which said that they had not seen 
worse conditions anywhere and that they 
should he altered. 

Sir E. COEY BIGGER said that he would 
much prefer to see the resolution going much 
further and seeking wider treatment of the 
sick in the couniyv, especially the treatment 
of cases requinnye major operations. That 
was an essential point, and he suggested the 
appointment of a commiitee to investigate 
the whole question of the provision of treat- 
ment for major operations. 

Mr. O'SULLIVAN § disagreed the 
previous speakers as to the hospital accom: 
modation in Tralee. They had a surgical 
hospital with an operation theatre and beds 
for about thirty patients. The medical 
hospital was in the old district hoapital, and 
if it waa not in the state of repair it should 
the fault of the Tralee Board 
of Guardians. Fhe other hospitals in th: 
Councy Kerry carried on their work weil, 
particularly the treatment of extern patients. 
Their expenditure had in the last six years 
increased from £400 to £2,000 a year. and 
he believed that in their treatment of the poor 
people they had gone further than any other 
county in Treland. 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Public 
Health, said that the Department of Public 
Health had not been unmindful of the pro- 
vision of hospital accommodation In Kerry. 
Several officials had been down examining 
three different sites. and now the Senator was 
suygesting a fourth site. In deciding on a 
site, they had to consider the question of cost 
and other matters, on which would depend 
the administration of the County Hospital 
for the future. He assured the Senator that 
the Department had not treated the matter 
in anv light casual wav, but were giving the 
Borrd of Health every possible assistance 

The motion was by leave withdrawn.

It is pointed out that spring herrings last 
season, although bought cheaply, found no 
demand on the Continent. 


QUESTION IN THE DAIL. 

In Dail Eireann yesterday, 

Major MYLES (ind., Donegal) asked the 
Minister for Lands and Fisheries whether if 
was a fact that the herring fisheries oi 
Donegal were at present suffering severely, 
due to a falling off in the demand for cured 
herrings: whether he had investigated the 
causes of the bad markets; whicther 
barrier existed in Continental markets for- 
mmerly available, and, if so, whether he had 
taken, or intends to take, any steps to con- 
sult with the Minister for External Affairs 
with a view to opening markets on the 
Continent which formerly existed, and thus 
creating a better demand for Irish cured 
herrings. 

Mr. LYNCH, in reply. said that there was 
at present a restricted demand for the winter 
herring which was caught at this season of 
the year off the coast of Donegal, owing to 
the large stocks of autumn-caught North Sea 
herring which had not yet been absorbed 
by the Continental markets. His Depart- 
ment was in communication with the De- 
partment of External Affairs regarding the 
possibility of re-opening herring markets on 
the Continent which had been closed for 
some years.

| DUBLIN DISTRICT COURT 


SUMMONSES AGAINST 
DUBLIN BOOKMAKER. 


REVENUE OFFICIAL 
EXAMINED. 


(BEFORE MR. COLLINS.) 

The hearing of the several summonses 
preferred against Mr. R. J. Duggan, the 
well-known Dublin bookmaker, under the 
Letting Act by the Revenue Commissioners 
of the Free State was resumed. 

Mr. T. 8. McCann, K.C., and Mr. Ernest 
Bewley, K.C. (instructed by the Revenue 
Solicitor), prosecuted ; and Mr. Albert E. Wood, 
K.C., and Mr. Cecil Lavery, K.C. (instructed 
by Mr. P. H. O'Reilly), appeared for ihe 
defence. 

Mr. D. J. Healy, a Revenue official, who 
had been in the box on two previous ocea- 
sions, continued his evidence, and, in reply 
to Mr. Wood, dealt with entries on the course 
sheets of Mr. Duggan at the Curragh meet- 
ing last July t 
Witness said that some of the erasnres on 
the sheets at the Curragh meeting, and also 
at others, might be due to errors on the part 
of the course clerk. No duty would be paid 
on the backing of horses which appeared in 
the sheets and did not run. 

In reply to another question from Mr. 
Wood, the witness said that it was assumed 
that in each case of a non-runner appearing 
on the sheet the money was returned by the 
bookmaker to the backer. 

A “FLAPPER” MEETING. 
Attention was then directed to a meeting 
at Rathcoole, Co. Wicklow, in Novemher, 
1927. with the object of helping to build a 
church. 

Mr. Wood—This was a “fflapper ' 
ing ?— Yes. 

In reply to another question by Mr. Wood, 
the witness said that he was not aware that 
the only refund Mr. Duggan had received 
under the 1926 Act for bad debis was the 
sum of £11. 

Mr. Wood—You do not know it!—It is not 
in my province. 

Mr. Wood—Wonuld 30 per cent. he an 
average for Mr. Duggan s bad debts?— 1 can- 
hot say. 

The next venue to which the case was 
tnken was the Curragh meeting of October 
23. 1928. where a horse called Bayview*eame 
under notice, and there were two outstanding 
bets on that animal according to the sheets. 

Mr. Wood—Those bets meant that they 
were representing husband and wife? 

Witness—I never said so. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Wood—Have you ever backed a horse? 
—I have, your worship. 

Mr. Wood—Have you ever backed a non- 
runner “— No. 

CALLED-OFF BETS. 

Mr. Wood— You frequent race meetings in 
the course oí vouv duty, and do vou fre- 
quently hear of ''cealled-ofí bets ' ?—Very 
rarely. 

Arising ont of a deletion on a course sheet, 
the Justice asked how many of these would 
there be. 

Mr. Wood said that there would be thoa- 
sands of them. 

The Justice expressed surprise. 

Mr. Wood then asied witness if there 
were other and different forms of betting, 
besides course betting, carried on by Mr. 
Duggan. 

Witness—There are beis by telegram, beis 
by telephone, beis by letter, and occasionally. 
but very rarely, cash betting. This is in 
reference to his office at 38 St. Stephen's 
Green, which is practically a non-cash ofhee, 

In further reply to Mr. Wood. witness 
said that there was another form of betting, 
known as ante-post betting. Ante-post bet- 
ting, he explained, meant bets made some 
time before a race is run.

* Len Harvey (Plymouth), a competitor for 
the Middle-Weight. Championship,.met Frank 
Mood (Pontypridd), the Cruiser-Weight 
Belt Holder, in a fifteen rounds contest, for 
a purse and side stakes amounting to £4,500, 
at the Crystal Palace, London, last night. 

When the boxers engaged weighed in 
earlier in the day Harvey scaled list, 2lb.,

that he held a big advantage. 

There were extraordinary scenes inside and 
outside the Crystal Palace last night. There 
was a big crowd inside, and in the cheaper 
seats, which were filled very early, there 
was some disorder when the M.C, an- 
nounced the opening contest of the pro- 
gramme. ‘There were occasional stampedes 
in the main entrances, and when practically 
all the seats had been sold a crowd of over 
500 was turned away by the police. 

Around the ring were Jack Hood, with 
a heavily bandaged hand; Joe Beckett and 
Mrs. Harvey, the wife of the boxer; while 
Phil Scott: acted as second to Eddie Steele, 
who met ,Bob* @agvill. Hood injured his 
hand in training “om;the Continent. 

Both Harvey and Moody met with a great 
reception when, they entered the ring. 
Harvey was slightly favourite; and Mr. Sam 
Russell acted. as referee. 

Fifteen Rounds Contest—Len Harvey (Ply- 
mouth) beat “Frank. Moody . (Pontypridd). 
Straight from the bell Harvey. went. into his 
man, and got in two fine lefts, and later he 
scored with another left, and Meody seemed 
puzzled. The Welshman fought cautiously in 
the second. round, but. towards-the.-end- of it 
Moody landed his first good “puttchés, “a left 
and a right to the head. 

Harvey staggered Moody in the third when 
he landed with a right. We drove the Welsh- 
man to the ropes, and then sent.in a terrific 
right to the jaw. 

Moody went down for a count of eight, 
and it seemed that this was the end, but he 
managed to scramble to his feet before the 
rs 

Moody covered up immediately he rose and 
Harvey could not land another punch for a 
while. However, he timed another right 
beautifully, and Moody crashed to the floor 
again. He again managed to beat the count, 
and yet, again he was floored and again he 
was saved ; but this time by the gong. 

Karly in the fourth round Mvody was sent 
down by a fine left, for a count of six, but 
the cruiser-weight champion recovered and 
kept cut of danger during the remainder of 
the round. 

The Welshman appeared to have recovered 
during the interval, and he seemed strong 
when he opened the fifth round. Harvey got 
in lefts to the face, but Moody was now 
boxing with more caution. 

Harvey was relentless in his attack. He 
kept Moody fighting on the defensive, Janding 
lefts and rights to the head. He scored with 
a hard upper-cut and then a terrific right to 
the jaw, Although badly shaken, Moody 
kept to his feet, but he was an easy target 
for the Plymouth boxer, who, with a fine 
right, sent him to the floor for a count of 
eight. 

Moody staggered as he rose, and was 
quickly floored again by another right. Moody 
took a count of seven, and seemed to signal 
with his head to his seconds, but they did 
not intervene, and he rose only to be sent 
down yet again from a short-arm punch to 
the jaw.

£2,000 FOR WIDOW AND 
CHILDREN. 


Re MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND A 
(BEFORE JURY.) 


An action was listed for hearing in which 
Kathleen Nolan, of 3 Grove Villas, Stillorgan, 
on behalf of herself and her four children, 
aimed damages * ainst John McCann, of 
simmonscourt Castle, Donnybrook, stock- 
poker, for the loss of her husband, William 
Nolan, a member of the Civic Guard, whose 
death, she alleged, resulted from injuries 
caused by the negligence of the defendant’s 
agevt in the driving of a motor car at Still- 
organ oD the 19th of last August. 

When the jury had been sworn, 

Mr. FiteGibbon, K.C., who, with Mr. 
Kitzgerald, K.C., and Mr. M. J. Molloy. (in- 
structed by Messrs. Roger Greene and Sons), 
appeared for the plaintiff, said that the de- 
ceased Guard, William Nolan, was on duty 
at Stillorgan on the 19th of last August 
when a car, driven by Mr, McCann, the 
defeudant’s son, suddenly turned sideways 
when passing through the village of Still. 
organ, and killed the Guard. The other side 
had met them very generously, and, subject 
to his lordship’s approval, a sum of £2,000 
had been agreed upon, to be paid to the 
plaintiff in settlement of the action. He con- 
<idered it a very fair and generous settle- 

ent. 
am Justice Sullivan said that, as a jury 
had heen sworn, they would have to appor- 
tion the amount. > 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, K.C., who, with 

Mr Martin Maguire, K.C., and Mr. T. A. 
Finlay (instructed by Messrs. Carton, 
(Meara and Kieran), appeared for the de- 
fendant, said that the circumstances under 
which this very lamentable and tragic occur- 
renee took place on the 19th August already 
had been fully investigated by a Coroner’s 
iury, and also by the District Justice, and 
Mr. McCann's son, who was driving on that 
aecasiop, was completely exonerated from any 
blame. Thev felt that the circumstances 
would not disclose any civil liability on their 
part, and this settlement was not to be taken 
as an admission of any civil liability on their 
part, but in the circumstances they felt that 
a fair and adequate provision ought to be 
made for the widow and children, and, bear- 
ing in mind what they had been paid by the 
State, they thought that £2,000 was fair and 
adequate. Hé asked to be allowed, on behalf 
of Mr. McCann, to express dee 
with the widow, and to say that Mr. McCann 
deeply regretted that his car should have 
heen responsible tor the death of her hus- 
band. 
Mr. Justice Sullivan—So far as I am con- 
cerned, this seems to me, on the facts, to be 
« very satisfactory ending to what would 
have been a very painful case. 

The jury assessed the damages, awarding 
£1,000 to the widow and £250 to each of 
the four children. The foreman said that the 
iury desired to express their sympathy with 
the widow.

A QUEENSTOWN HIGHWAY. 


ACTION AGAINST HARBOUR 


BOARD. 
(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

In the case of the Queenstown Urban 
District Council and Timothy McCarthy 
against the Cork Harbour Commissioners, 

Mr. Moloney, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Gavan Duffy (instructed by Messrs. 
McCarthy, Hanrahan and Moloney) applied 
for an order continuing the injunction that 
had been granted to the plaintiffs, to restrain 
the defendants from pulling down and removing 
a railing consisting of. iron posts and wire, 
forming, it was stated, part of a public high- 
way in the town of Queenstown and within 
the urban district of Queenstown. 

In an affidavit which was referred to on 
the original hearing of the application, Mr. 
Gerald J. Moloney, solicitor, of the firm of 
Messrs. McCarthy, Henrahan and Moloney, 
stated that the highway referred to was 
nearly half a mile in length and five feet 
in breadth, extending from the deep water 
quay to Whitepoint, and constituted a pro- 
tection to the public from the danger of fall- 
ing into the water. It was of the most 
urgent importance that the work of removal 
of the railing should be stopped at once. 

Mr. Rearden, K.C, (instructed by Mr, 
William Murphy), on behalf of the defend- 
ants, said that he was prepared to give an 
undertaking not to go on with the work 
of removing the fence pending a decision in 
the action, and he thought that that should 
satisfy the plaintiffs, but he might state that 
this work was regarded by the defendant 
Commissioners as being very important, be- 
cause the. fence, the subject matter of the 
complaint, had been reported by the en- 
gineer of the Commissioners as being in a 
dangerous condition, and he asked his friend 
to undertake to speed the trial of the action 
as quickly as possible. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—I take it that the 
plaintiffs instituted this action because they 
considered the removal of the railing to be 
dangerous to the public. They contend that 
you are liable to keep this railing in repair. 

Mr. Rearden—My contention is that I am 
liable neither to keep it in repair nor to 
erect it, in the first instance. However, these 
are matters that can be discussed before your 
lordship at a later stage, but I suggest my 
friend should speed the trial. 

Mr. Molonev—Mvy friend may rest assured 
that we will take the necessary steps to have 
the public protected. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that, having 
recard to the whole nature of the action, it 
was likely that the plaintiffs would move 
rapidlv. Tlow was it, he asked, that the 
defendants, who had heen removing the rail- 
ing. were now so anxious in the public weal, 
their contention being that they were not 
recnonsible for the railing? 

Mr. Rearden—One of my contentions will 
be that it is in the interest of the public 
safety that this fence should he removed. 


Mr. Moloney—We will speed the action 
for vou. 
Mr. Justice Meredith—I am glad to see 


that you are hoth thirsting for the fray. 

The undertaking given by Mr. Rearden, 
not to proceed with the work pending the 
hearing of the action was accepted.

It appeared from the first order that Mr. 
O'Sullivan did not attend at the hearing, 
and was not represented, and the Court dis- 
missed the objection lodged by him, pur- 
suant to Section 22 of the Land Act, 1923, 
Stating that the particulars returned under 
the section were incorrect. O'Sullivan, it 
was stated, was a tenant on the McCarthy 
O'Leary estate when it was sold to the 
ents under the Land Purchase Acts, 1903- 


The Land Commission subsequently re- 
fused to sanction the advance of £670 with 
regard to Mr, O’Sullivan’s farm. Judge 
Wylie, dismissing the objection mentioned, 
declared in his order that he was a tenant 
of the holding at a rent of £37 10s. per 
annum, and directed that Mr. O'Sullivan 
Should pay the landlord five guineas costs. 

Subsequently, at the hearing on the 18th 
December, 1924, the Land Commission Court 
declared that there was no agreement for a 
reduced rent in respect of the holding, that 
the tenant had not acquired a title to the 
Ma under the Statute of Limitations, and 
refused to vary the order of the 20th October, 
previously made. 

In his application to the Supreme Court 
for an order extending the time for appeal- 
ing against Judge Wylie’s orders, Mr. O'Sul- 
livan stated that in 1918 there was a trial 
before the late Lord Chief Justice and a 
jury, when the facts of this case were 
thoroughly established in English law; but 
the records of that trial were burned in the 
civil war. He explained that he had been 
represented on that occasion by the ex- 
Governor-General of Ireland, Mr. Healy, 
K.C., who knew everything about the case, 
but he could not give evidence at the time. 
He wanted now to have his evidence in sup- 
port of his appeal from the orders of the 
Land Commission Court, and he eould pro- 
duce 24 witnesses to prove his case to. the 
satisfaction of the Court. 

The Chief Justice pointed out that his 
proposed appeal was not from the findings 
of the Court against him in 1918, to which 
he referred, but from Judge Wylie’s orders. 

The applicant then explained at length that 
he had been badly treated in this matter, 
that he was left entirely to his own resources 
and without any assistance. He read two 
affidavits—one by himself and one by his 
wife—in which it was alleged that the agent 
to the vepresentative of J. McCarthy 
O’Leary sought, at the trial in 1918, an eject- 
ment order against him, and was caught at 
perjury; that he had to admit that he had 
given false evidence against him at a previous 
trial before Judge Dodd; that he tendered him 
(Mr. O'Sullivan) a public apology before 
judge and jury, admitting that he had 
wronged him all those years, and promised 
to make restitution for all those wrongs. 

The applicant stated, that he refused two 
different offers: of restitution as being in no 
way equal to the damage done. Having 
pointed out what he described as other acts 
of injustice and ill-treatment, to which he 
alleged he had been subjected, he stated that 
he wished to have the witnesses to whom he 
had referred, to give evidence in support of 
the appeal, and asked to have the time ex- 
tended for that purpose. 

The Court refused the application, with 
cests, being unanimously of opinion that Mr 
O’Sullivan had not shown that there was any 
question of law involved in the case which 
would justify an appeal under the circum- 
stances

MEETING.

SUCCESS OF MOTOR BARGES. 

The annual general meeting of the Grand 
Canal Company was held yesterday in the 
offices at James’s Street Harbour. 

Mr. John McCann, in proposing the annual! 
report, said:—‘‘Since we met the _ share- 
holders a year ago a remarkable change has 
taken place in the working of the Grand 
Canal Company, and one which I hope will 
prove of considerable benefit in the future. 
I refer to the passing of the horse-drawn 
boats, which have been so familiar on our 
system since its formation in 1772, and their 
entire replacement by’ the most up-to-date 
motor barges with larger carrying capacity.” 
Having given a short account of the com- 
pany’s history during its 156 years’ existence, 
the chairman went on to say that, in addi- 
tion to a more efficient carrying system, the 
new motor barges could be www far 
more economically than the horse-drawn 
boats. The result had been that they had 
been able to recommend an increased divi- 
cend for the past half-year, amounting to 
4 per cent., which, with the dividend of 3 per 
cent. for the first half-year, makes the 
payment of 3 per cent for the year's 
working. Before authorising the expenditure 
of a large amount of capital in building 
additional boats, the directors had to satisfy 
themselves that the new barges, which would 
be in service for a long period. would not be 
out of date in a short time. Some improve- 
ment on the then existing fleet was looked 
for. One of the most difficult questions that 
canal companies had to solve was the ques- 
tion of man-power; for, if they took as a 
basis the tonnage carried, the number of 
men employed on motor boats did not bear 
favourable comparison with that on railways. 
This difference. no doubt, also existed ae 
the war, but the large increase in wa 
during that period altered the position. 
Motor power had not the same limitations as 
to tonnage which they find with the horse— 
which had proved so useful in the past—and, 
by adopting this new form of traction, the 
believed that expenditure could be reduced, 
provided they could increase the carrying 
capacity of the barges. .

SENSIBLE WATERING. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
frish Times, the Gardening 
Correspondent says :— 

Neglect of proper watering will soon show its 
effécts on the plants health, and is 
chiefly the cause of Palms getting brown 
tips to their fronds, and once that 
happens one may mitigate the evil by 
trimming them with scissors; but thee 
is no satisfaction for the plant. lover in 
doing it, especially when knowing it is 
due.to neglect. We know, of course, that 
the Aspidistra is the most long -suffer ng, 
and, last of all, our house plants to 
resent abuse ; but that never takes rank 
with a well-grown Palm, white all the 
Cactus tribe, sustained by their fleshy 
leaves, are best kept dry the winter 
through, and other plants, such as 
(revaniums, speak plainly by flagging of 
thirst; but the latter will bear a lot 
without being the worse, and are pro- 
bably the better for nearly total 
abstinence in winter.
